Policarpo Bonilla publicly denounced 
Frarres on the streets of Tegucigalpa, 
and when the news of Policarpo’s bit- 
ter denunciation reached him Frarres 
became furious. 

After peace was established Frarres 
telegraphed Policarpo Bonilla that he 
would be in Tegucigalpa on a certain 
day and that he would kill Policarpo 
on sight. en Frarres reached 
Tegucigalpa with his trusty gun he 
found that Policarpo had struck the 
trail for Amapala. Hastily securing 
appointment from President Bertrand, 
as Governor of Amapala, Frarres 
started out in pursuit of his enemy 
and the mad chase began. 

One of the friends of Policarpo tele- 
graphed him at a wayside station of 
the coming of Frarres, and the former 
President literally burned the wind in 
his flight for Amapala, reaching that 
place a few hours ahead of Frarres.

American Searchers Uncover Ruins 

of Amazing Splendor in Guatemala, 

Surpassing Those of Ancient Rome. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
NEN YORK, April 18.—Edwin 
Hewitt, director of the School of Amer- 
ican Archeology, has just returned to 
New York from Quirigua, Guatemala, 
with a glowing report of the American 
researches there. 

The diggings at both Quirigua and 
Copan, he says, have laid bare ancient 
cities of surpassing splendor, which 
flourished long before the Christian era. 

The American archeologists are in 
complete possession of the ruins of Quir- 
igua. There they have found seulpture 
as beautiful as any that Egypt or As- 
syria ever boasted, and hierogyiphics 
even more interesting, but they can 
searcely be read. Only the system of 
reckoning time has been deciphered, and 
the real history is carved on blocks 
which no man has yet been able to 
translate. 

Close study of the masterpieces of 
antique genius thus far unearthed 
seems to show a close cultural re- 
semblance between this civilization and 
that of the races farther north, but 
there is not enough resemblance to 
prove that there ever was any actua! 
connection of North and South Ameri- 
ca before the fall of Rome.

Edward A. Moseley. | 
WASHINGTON, April 18.—Edward 
A. Moseley, secretary of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and originator 
of much labor legislation, died here to- 
day, after a continued iliness, aged 65 
years. The immediate cause of death 
was heart failure, superinduced by 
acute kidney disease.

BANDIT TELLS A 
THRILLING TALE. 


Blue-Eyed Mexican Desper- 
ado Again Behind Bars. 

Relates the Story of His Sen- 

sational Escape. 


Prefers Jail Here to Free- 
dom in Mexico. 


SANTA ANA, April 16.—After six 
months of freedom, living wild, carous- 
ing and fighting, with never a day's 
work among them, Rosario Sainz, the 
blue-eyed Mexican desperado, d in 
the Orahge County Jail, from which 
he escaped on October 9. He was 
landed in the County Jail by Sheriff 
Ruddock, who got him at Eneenada, 
and Sainz declares he was glad to 
see Ruddock. 

“The rebels had sent word they 
would kill me on sight,” said Sainz, 


at Mexicall, was sore at me, and if 
they ever let me out of jail there I 
knew the Federals would kill me. They 
may send me to the penitenflary up 
here, but my life is safe.” 

At the County Jail today, Sainz, 
known among the Mexicans as 
“Sarco” because of his ciuel, blue eyes, 
was as talkative and boastful as a 
school boy bully... 

Sainz was in jail here awaiting trial 
for the murder of Jose Machado, a 
sheep shearer, at Sunset Beach, in 
September of 1909, when last October 
he made his escape in company with 
Alejo Macias, a forger, since cap- 
tured and sent to San Quentin. The 
escape was the most sensational in 
the history of the county, and though 
posses swarmed over the country, the 
men got away. Sainz tells of his es- 
cape as follows: 

“After Aiejo Macias and I jerk 
Sheriff Lacy into our cell and —— 
u door on him, we ran out on the 
streets. It as then about noon, We 
ran to a w4&inut orchard near the cor- 
ner of Seventeenth street and the 
Santa Fe Railroad. I am a regular 
wildcat. We climbed trees. The auto- 
mobiles were coming thick and fast, 
and two men were trying to find our 
trail. They were so busy looking at 
the ground they never jooked up in 
the trees.“

Until recently the prospects were that 
there would be considerable barley car- 
ried over from this season, but a Stock- 
ton buyer made a quiet tour of the yval- 
ley and secured everything available, 
with the result that the loca] market is 
cleaned up. George Long, one of the 
prominent stockmen of Imperial, fe: r- 
ing there might be a shortage of feed 
for a few weeks, ordered four carloads 
of corn from Kansas. 

In view of the situation in the val- 
ley, a number of fanchers are planning 
to plant a considerable acreage of corn, 
for which crop: this is a year of un- 
usual promise. There has been a steady 
increase in the number-of hogs in the 
alley, and in view of the prospective 
1 demand for fateening grain next 
fall and winter and with the increase 
in the number of hogs to be fattened, 
corn seems to be one of the best crops

Dur- 
ing Zimmer's visit the day before. The 
animal was suffering. and Fowler 
made an immediate report. 

Barnett's arrest followed, yesterday. 
The officers say he resistéd’ and tried 
to kick the windshield of their ma<

The protection of the lives and property 
of people living and doing business in the 
United States in the city of Douglas gave 
to the United States, under the law of na- 
tions, the right to take armed occupation 
of Agua Prieta, on the ground that Mexico, 
after receiving notice, had not only failed 
to protect American citizens in her own ter- 
ritory, but her troops had actually fired 
across the line, into American territory and 
wounded and Killed our citizens. é 

The moderation and wisdom of Presiden 
Taft prevented any advance ot our troops 
into Mexico. Although such advance would 
not have been a casus belli that would have 
given, the Mexican government the right to 
declare wär against this country, yet it 
micht have been considered by a proud na- 
tion as an affront calling for armed repris- 
als. War, with all its serious consequences, 
might have resulted; a thousand millions of 
dollars“ worth of property in Mexico be- 
longing to American citizens might. have 
deen seized or destroyed, and the lives of 
its owners taken by Mexican niobs, in whose 
hearts hatred of all gringoes yet abides. — 
Happily for the peace and amity of both 
nations any neceskity of armed interven- 
tion by the United States passed away, at 
least for the present, by the defeat of the 
insurrectos at the battle of Agua Prieta and 
their flight from that city. It is to be hoped 
that similar results will be obtained at Jua-

Mexico to his herders and shearers, and the 
wages paid by sheep men in Vermont, and 
on the Pacific Coast, to their workmen. 

To place wool on the free list, as was 
done in the Wilson Democratic tariff law 
of 1893, would be to drive the wool growers 
into bankruptcy—as, the Wilson tariff law 
did. It will not be forgotten that after the 
adoption of the Wilson tariff the sheep men 
in Nevada, Arizona and California were un- 
able to borrow money enough on their wool 
to pay for taking it from the back of the 
sheep and transporting it to a warehouse. 
A reduction of one-half of the present tariff 
rates on wool would not be productive of 
such an extremely disastrous result. But it 
would necessarily cause closer economy ‘by 


‘the wool growers in the conduct of their 


‘business, and the burden of ‘the reduction 
would—as usual—be loaded upon the back 
of labor. The sheep herder who now re- 
ceives $40 per month and his board for his 
services would receive but $30 and his 
board, for the new tariff, in taking 6 cents 
per pound from the price of wool in New 
York, would take not less than $10 per 
month from the wages of the men employed 

on the sheep ranges. | ‘ 
Some years ago it was the practice of a 
few men in San Diego county to take ad- 
vantage of the exemption from tariff duties 
which was accorded—both by our laws and 
by those of Mexico—upon animals imported 
for breeding purposes, Sheep bern and

The tariff 
on lemons is 114 cents per pound, and the 
freight on lemons from Los Angeles to New 
Fork is 1 cent per pound.

To reduce the duty on the foreign 
lemons from 1% cents per pound to three- 
quartérs of 1 cent per pound would place 
the California fruit grower who pays his 
hands $50 per month on an exact equality 
with the Italian grower who pays his hands 
$15 per month.

“OPEN SHOP FREEDOM FOR 
THE ENLISTED MAN.” 


BY CAPT. LESLIE T. PEACOCKE. 

A model standing army, constituted and 
run on the basis of an open shop, seems not 
to have occurred to any of our latter-day 
reformers. 

To an old soldier the promulgating of 
such a theory will appear preposterous, and 
to a European military man as absolutely 
Idiotie, but “tempora mutantur et nos muta- 
mur in fllis,” and to one who has studied 
the problem from both the military and 
civilian points of view, a standing army run 
on the basis of any large non-federal cor- 
poration, with the govermment acting in 
the capacity of employer and the soldiers 
of all ranks, both officers and enlisted men, 
in the capacity of employees, seems to be 4 
form. of army service that would be wel- 
come and more readily understood by the 
independent and freedom-loving citizens of 
the United States than is the present hard- 
binding, restraining and copfining system. 

As at present constituted the army is—as 
is and ever has been every standing army 
of any account—to the enlisted man a house 
of bondage, a prison, in fact, from which 
there is no legally rightful escape until his 
period of enlistment has expired. To se 
cure employment as an enlisted soldier a 
young man must bind himself hand and 
foot for a certain number et years and can- 
not resign or break away from the position 
in which he has placed himself without in- 
currigg a heavy sentence of imprisonment. 

Now, to the avérage high-spirited citizen 
of the United States this self-imposed state 
‘of bondage does not readily appeal, and no 
sooner does he find himself in the ranks of 
the army than he begins to chafe and look 
eagerly forward to the termination“ of his 
enlistment period. This should not be the 
case. The average American is a man of 
fair education and thinks out problems for 
himself. He is not amenable to strict disci- 
pline, as is the ignorant Huropean, nor is 
there the great gulf of superior intellect be- 
tween officer and enlisted man as there is 
to be seen in European armiés. 


am outlining one would not see a large pro- 
portion of the non-commissioned Officers of 
foreign birth, as at present. The army 
should be composed of men solely of true 
American birth and schooling. 

The pay that a soldier receives is quite 
adequate and compares favorably with that 
of the average clerk. He. receives, on join- 
ing the service, $13 a month in cash, an en- 
tire outfit of clothing, Wesides a clothing 
allowance that is more than sufficient to 
allow for wear and tear and renewal of 
clothing at frequent intervals, clean and, 
sanitary lodgings, good and wholesome food, 
and free medical attendance in case of sick- 
ness. His chances for advancement are 
greater and more rapid than that of the 
average clerk, his work far more manly 
and healthful and very easily learned. He 
has plenty of time for recreation and boon 
companionship at all times. 

What militates against all this is the en- 
- forced restraint, the continual kowtowing to 
commissioned officers and the loss of indi- 
viduality. If all this was; in a measure, re- 


moved, the army would be eagerly entered 


by the best class of young men in the coun- 
try. And why should not the system work? 
Take the police force fer example. A po- 


bind himself hand and fodt to serve a stated 
number of years, under penalty of length- 
ened imprisonment should he tire of hig job 
and voluntarily retire from it, He can re- 
sign when he likes; then why not the sol- 
dier? A policeman does jnot desert—not on 


death; so does also the mail carrier or the 
motorman. Their wage are better, it 18 
true, but their expenses are heavier in pro- 
portion and their wofk far more arduous 
than that of the soldier, and their working 
hours are twice as long. Another thing; 
they can, when off duty, discard their uni- 
form and put on civilian clothing. 

Now, in Europe, a uniform is not looked 
at with disfavor; all of official continental 
Europe is uniformed and the callings they 
represent are more or less traditional. The 
‘American citizen is no great lover of gold

newest uniform. The man in the shabby 
suit of mufti may be the president of a bank 
for all the world may know to the contrary, 


labeled for exactly what he is. 

As a citizen the soldier is working at a 
disadvantage and is not in any way appre- 
clated as he should be, except in war time, 
when he is worshipped at a distance, tem- 
porarily, and in the mass, but if the army 
was constituted and worked on the plan 
herein suggested, a very different state of 
things would soon be apparent. The stand- 
ing regular army would always be up to 
its full strength and a good class of young 
men would be tumbling over each other to 
get into it if soldiers wére hired as are po- 
Iiecemen, street car conductors or any such 
like officials, at so much per month and sub- 
ject to dismissal for dereliction of duty or 
ineffigiency, at say, two weeks’ notice, with 
the privilege of throwing up their job when- 
ever they liked, after also giving two weeks’ 
notice on their side. There would be no 
desertions from the ranks, no well-filled mil- 
itary prisons, 142 a better and abler class 
of young men Would hasten to join the army. 

Why should an enlisted man be practical- 
ly a slave? Why should the professional 
defender of the country’s honor and the 
country’s people and wealth be forced to 
submit to a servile condition that is not de- 
manded or even asked for in any other line 
of endeavor? 

Some will argue that in time of war, 
when the enlisted man is most needed, that 
he might be inclined to throw up his job. 
There is no fear of that; every man with 
good red -blood in his veins is anxious to 
fight, and the sons of this country have al- 
ways readily answered the call to arms 
when danger threatened, and always will. 
Others will argue that few men would serve 
long enough with the colors to become effi- 
cient soldiers, Quite the contrary; every 
man, you would find, would be anxious to 
hold on to his comparatively easy job and 
would, if possible, become gray in the serv- 
ice. Promotion is rapid and pay increases 
with promotion. 

A bonus of, say, $100 could be given at 
the expiration of every three years served 
in the ranks and & slight increase of pay 
for each year served. The giving of pen- 
sions could then be abolished, except to 

those actually injured on the field of battle 
or to wives dependent on those who have 


been killed in an engagement.

GRAND JURY SOON TO REPORT. 


Final Findings of Inquisitors Looked 
for in Ten Days—Still Looking Into 
Stenographers’ Fees. 

The county grand jury fs expected 
to make its final report in about ten 
days. It has completed all its labors 
with the exception of the investigation 
of the fees of criminal court stenog- 
raphers. 

The experts are now turning their 
attention to the transcripts which have 
been filed in the last two years. As 
soon as they have counted these to 
see whether there has been any over-| 
charge or have calculated enough of 
them to satisfy the jurors, Judge Bord- 
well will probably receive a final re- 
port. 

Some interesting figures have been 
compiled from the county records in 
connection with the inquiry into the 
fees of the reporters.
